COUNTRY BOARDS FEAR COOK 


MAY NOT PAY ENOUGH. 


Vermilion County Reviewers Send Out 
Clreular Asking All to Reduce 


Realty Assessments Lest Chicago 
May Escape with Lower Payment 
to State than Usual—Roy 0. West 


‘Explains the Situation and Says 


‘Rural Complaint Is Groundless. 


The proposed horizontal reduction ot 30 


per cent in Cook County real estate valua- 
tion has set the taxing bodies of outside 
counties to agitating the question of retalia- 
tion. In many of the counties the cut pro- 
posed by Cook's Board of Review is viewed 
with suspicion, being looked upon as a plan 
by which Chicago may avoid paying its 
share of the State tax. 

The Board of Review of Cook County de- 
clares it has no such purpose in making the 
cut. Roy O. West said last night that the 
suspicions of the country boards were un- 
founded and unfair. The State board, says 
Mr. West, will equalize assessments among 
the counties, being created for that purpose. 


Vermilion Sends Out an Appeal. 
One of the first steps in the agitation 
among the State counties was taken by Ver- 
milion’s Board of Review when it sent a 
circular letter to similar bodies in other 
counties. The letter is as follows: 
“Danville, III., Aug. 21.—Board of Nee 
Gentlemen: We have been observing the 


| drift and tendeney of the Board of Review 


of Cook County to lower the full cash value 
of real estate in Cook County. We see by 
the Chicago papers of this date that Mr. 
Upham of the Cook County board asserts 
that there will be an average horizontal re- 
duction on real estate in said county of 30 
per cent of last year’s full cash value. 

“ This board is of the opinion it has neither 
the legal nor equitable right to make the re- 
duction, yet we are constrained to feel and 
believe that it is for the purpose of avoiding 
its fair share of the State tax and that if it 
can relieve that county of nearly one-third 
of its burden the other counties must bear 


that much more than their share of the 
‘burden. We are inclined to follow suit. 


What do you think of the matter, and are 
you inclined to do the same? 

“We have sent this to every board out 
side of Cook County, and await their an- 
swers. BoarRpD oF REVIEW. 

B. D. Wise, chairman.” 


Roy O. West Explains. : 

Mr. West was shown the letter last night. 
He styled it a piece of buncombe written 
without a knowledge of existing conditions. 

“As a matter of fact,“ said Mr. West, 
“the State Board of Equalization is the 
body to equalize all assessments, and can 
make any changes it sees fit. Vermilion 
County is my old home, and I am compelled 
to smile when I think of the stand it is 
taking. It has not considered for a moment 
that Cook County alone last year paid 
State taxes that equaled a large percentage 
of all the other counties combined, and will 
not be behind much this yeaf. 

“It is a recognized fact that the tax- 
payers of Cook County last year paid a good 
deal more than their share owing to the 5 
per cent limitation in the new revenue law 
being declared unconstitutional. In re- 
ducing the assessments this year the Board 
of Review has not had in mind fora moment 
such an idea of a taxpayer escaping any 
share of taxes. At no time has it been 
considered what proportion this county 
should pay as compared with others. It is 
the sworn duty. of each Board of Review to 
make and ae assessments in its own 
county. 

It is a feet that property 
Cook County has been assessed far beyond 
its cash value. Last year the State Board 


| of Equalization reduced the Board of Re- 


view's figures 5 per cent, while at the same 
time assessments in other counties were 
increased from 5 to 40 per cent. 

In making ‘the reductions this year the 
Board of Review has felt that it was only 
doing its duty. The good name of Chicago 
has been at stake and people must not be 
frightened away from the city by excessive 
taxation. Instead every effort should be 
made to prove that Chicago is not only a 
Food place to live in, that investments are 
safe, and that there are to be no such tax- 
ations that one-half of the value of e 
may be eaten up in taxes.“ 


Vermilion Proposes to Retallate. Pig 
Danville, III., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—Cook 
County has a bad reputation among the 


country counties for dodging taxes. It was 


not many years ago that in watches and 


‘clocks, melodeons, organs, and sewing ma- 


chines it listed less than any one of the 
Counties of Vermilion, Sangamon, Bt. Clair, 
Adams, La Salle, Peoria, and McLean. Even 
now, with a city containing 1,700,000 popula- 
tion, it has only twice as many watches, 
clocks, melodeons, organs, and sewing ma- 
chines as Vermilion County, with a popula- 
tion of 60,000. . 

In this section there is a strong suspicion 
that Chicago real estate is listed for taxa- 
tion at a much less amount than it could 
be purchased for. Now that the Board of 
Review of Cook County is talking of scaling 
down the assessment of real estate one- 
third, the Vermilion County Board of Re- 
view thinks it is time for the country coun- 
ties to adopt retaliatory measures. 


Will Asks State Board’s Aid. 

Joliet, III., Aug. 24.—{Special.]—The Will 
County Board fof Review today adopted a 
‘resolution urging the State Board of Equali- 

zation to take into consideration the action 
ot the Cook County Board of Review in mak- 
ing a horizontal reduction of 30 per cent so 
as to protect other counties. The Will Coun- 
ty board believes that it has no power to 
make any reductions under the law, and 
‘maintains that the action of the Cook County 


board is unlawful. 


Sangamon Not to 
Springfield, III., Aug. 24.— [Special. I— The 
members of the local Board of Review have 
taken no action in regard to the assessment 
scheme proposed by Vermilion County. They 
have serious doubts concerning their right

LONDON, Aug. 25, 3 a. m.—Lfeutenant 
Cordua, the Boer officer convicted by coyrt- 
martial as one of the ringleaders in the 
conspiracy to abduct Lord Roberts and to 
kill leading British officers, was executed 
at Pretoria late yesterday afternoon. Lord 
Roberts, to whom the verdict and sentence 


ot the court had been referred, approved 


it and the execution followed within a few 
hours. | 

Cordua was one of a dozen men implicated 
in the conspiracy. The plan was to enter 
the quarters of the leading British of- 
ficers ih Pretoria at a signal, and to kill 
all but Lord Roberts, who was to be car- 
ried by relays of horses to the nearest Boer 
camp. 

At his trial Cordua asserted that he was 
drunk when he joined the conspiracy, and 
that he had been prompted by a British 
secret service agent. 


De Wet’s Command Dispersed. 

General Baden-Powell, according to a dis- 
patch to the Standard from Pretoria, dated 
Aug. 23, headed off General De Wet, pre- 
venting his junction with the main body of 
the enemy. 

Report from Lord Roberts.

at Pretoria, Aug. 23:

STORM DOES $400,000 
DAMAGE IN WISCONSIN 
‘TOBACCO DISTRICT. 


Hall Praotioally tie 


in the Northern Part of Rock County 
—Strip in Dane County Sixteen Miles 
Long and Ten Wide Injured. 


Janesville, Wis., Aug. 24.—[Special.}—The 
northern tier of towns in Rock County ex- 
perienced late this afternoon the severest 
hail-storms ever known in this section. These 
towns are practically the center of the to- 

‘bacco-growing region of Dane and Rock 
Counties. It is reported that the path of the 
storm was from east to west and that it 
swept the townships from end to end, de- 
stroying the tobacco’ crop, which covered 
1,914 acres. It is estimated the loss is $200,- 

The storm on Thursday morning was equal- 
ly destructive in the lower central tier of 
Rock County townships, although that was 
not so complete as reports from the present 
disaster indicate. The tébacco acreage in 
th> towns affected by the first storm is 
2.302. The loss there is estimated at 
fully one-half of the acreage, or 1,650,000 
pounds, valued at $115,000, 

In Dane County, north of Madison, on the 
St. Paul road, a strip of country sixteen 


miles long and ten miles wide, with a tobac- 


co acreage of 1,600, will be. one-half 
loss. Other parts of Rock and Dane Coun- 
ties besides those mentioned have also suf- 
fered. The loss to the tobacco raisers in 
the two counties will reach over $400,000, 
The total crop of Rock County last year. 
was valued at over $700,000,

Among the leading Republicans who are 
members of the church are ex-State Treas- 
urer John E. Hill, ex-State Senator Isaac 
M. Raymond, ex-State Auditor H. A. Bab-.

Mr. Bryan’s name has not been connected 
with the controversy in a personal way, but 
friends of Dr. Hindman believe Mr. Bryan 
witil champion his pastor’s retention. 

The charges against Mr. Hindman, so far 
as can be learned, are worldliness and lack 
of proper attention to pastoral duties, but 
no specifications are given. At the Wednes- 
day evening prayer service Mr. Hindman 
denounced one of his elders, Dr. T. M. Hodg- 
man, a professor in the University of Ne- 
braska, declaring that views expressed by 
him at the meeting were at variance with 
the Presbyterian creed and teaching.

REOPEN RACE TRACK FIGHT. 


Citizens’ Federation of Oak Park Sends 
Letter to Sheriff Alleging Gambling 
| at Hawthorne. 


The Citizens’ federation of Oak Park has 


again opened its guns upon the race track | 
people. 

Willam H. Tuttle, the President of the 
| organization, has called a meeting for Aug. 
286 at the Scoville Institute at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. Eleven days ago the Execu- 
tive committee sent a letter to Sheriff 
Magerstadt, alleging that there was open 
gambling and regular violations of the law 
at the Hawthorne track. 

The meeting on Sunday will probably re- 
sult in a mass-meeting being called to agi- 
tate the matter and secure better support 
for the ght, which thus far has been car- 
ried on only by the Citizens’ federation. 

The letter which was sent to the Sheriff 
reads in part as follows: | 

** We wish to call your attention to a con- 
tinued breach of the peace and constant 
disregard and violation of the State laws in 
a most flagrant and comprehensive manner 
at the race tracks at Harlem and Haw- 
thorne in your county. 4 

For several years racing has been con- 
ducted gt Harlem and Hawthorne not only 
accompanied by gambling, but with the pur- 


pose of affording an opportunity to gamble. . 


In fact, for a part of the time at least the 
gamblers at Hawthorne put up a purse for 
which the races were run. The extent to 
which this gambling is carried on may be 
partially understood from the fact that there 
are from between fifteen and twenty-five 
bookmakers at the track each day. They 
pay to the managers of the track $100 a day 
for the privilege of gambling. Their ex- 
penses for help and supplies are at least $50 
a day more. | 

“ Judging from the strenuous efforts these 
race track men are willing to make and 
the money they are willing t@ spend to be 
protected from interference their profits 
must be a great incentive, and would prob- 
ably average $100 a day each. You will 
appreciate therefore that the bookmakers 
take from the public more than they pay 
back between $4,000 and $6,000 a day. Add 
to that $3,000 a day paid in gate receipts and 
car fare to get into these common gaming- 
houses, and $1,000,000 is a conservative es- 
timate of the money spent at Harlem and 
Hawthorne in a single season for gambling 
purposes. This enormous sum comes, in 


large part, from a source where its e 


means privatiod and defalcations.”’

Indianapolis’ Growth Rapid. 
Indianapolis has shown a greater percent 


age of increase in population than any city 
yet counted, with the exception of Toledo. 
According to the census returns, Indianapo- 
lis has a population of 169,164, an increase 
of 63,728, or 60.44 per cent over 1890, when 
the figures were 105,436. The percentage of 
increase for Toledo was 61. 88, and the actual 


growth was 50,388, 


Indianapolis, in common with many other 
cities, has shown a greater increase in popu- 


lation in the last ten years than ever be- 


fore in its history, although the percentage 


is smaller than on many previous occasions. 
In 1890 its population was 105,436, a gain of

Point to Small Capital. 


It is pointed out that no company with a 
capital of $500,000 could expect to cope suc- 


has $28,668,800 stock outstanding. The Og- 
den company has an authorized capital of 
$10,000,000. The decline which has taken 


place in People’s Gas stock in the last week 


is now presumed to have been on account of 
the incorporation of the new company. In- 
formation of this character which has an 
influence on the security of any company 
whose stock is listed on a regular exchange 
is nearly always discounted before the news 
is made public. The effect of the announce 
ment yesterday, however, was to depress 
People’s Gas stock nearly a point, but the 
loss was recovered at the close of the ses- 


sion.

First Military Order Formed to Per- 
petuate Memories of Civil War—Its 
Origin Due to the Assassination of 
President Lincola—History Dates 
from Meeting in Philadelphia on 

April 15, 1865 = Society Now Has 

Twenty Commanderies.

The military order of the Loyal Legion 
of the United States was the first society 
formed by officers honorably discharged 
from the service in the union army. 
was founded in Philadelphia in the spring 
of 1865 under peculiar circumstances. 
news of the assassination of President Lin- 
coln reached Philadelphia late on the even- 
ing of April 14. On the following day 
Wylie 
vi Colonel T. Ellwood Zell, and Captain P. D. 
: Keyser, M. D., met in the office of Colonel 
Zell on Sixth: street, near Chestnut, to con- 
sider the propriety of some action on behalf 
of those officers of the army and navy then 
in Philadelphia im regard to the death ef 
President Lincoln.

To Perpetuate War Memories.

Accommodations Have Been Arranged 
im School Houses, National Guard 
Armories, and Public Halls, Free of 
Cost, to All Who Apply—Kentucky

Free sleeping accommodations have been 
provided for from 30,000 to 35,000 of the visit- 
ing veterans in sixty-two of the city schools, 
the armories of the First, Second, and Sev- 
enth Regiments of the Illinois National 
Guard, and in a dozen public halls. Twenty 
thousand visitors have slready been assigned 
to these free quarters, and Colonel R. H. 
Peters, who has charge of this branch of 
the work, says he will take care of any vis- 
itor who lacks a place to sleep during the en- 
campment. \ Applications should be made 
at 166-168 Wabash avenue for free accommo- 
dations.

FLAGS TO STAY 47 HOME

Torn and Tattered Battle Flags, Car-

pear N in Memorial Hall at the State 
Capitol, Springfield, III., will not be in evi- 
dence en the gallant veterans march in 
the G. A. R. parade next week. Acting Gov- 
ernor Warder has decided that he has no 
authority to allow the Illinois battle flags 
to be carried in the review. Many of them 
are so torn, tattered, hanging in shreds, as 
they were riddled with shot and shell, that 
it is not thought safe to remove them from 
the Capitol. 

When these flags were on exhibition here 
at the time of the World’s Fair they were 
constantly surrounded by interested visitors 
—veterans some, and sons of veterans— 
while to the foreign visitor they were an 


* > 


unending source of interest. 
| Preserved in Glass Cases. 


Many of the flags in their tall glass cases 


are preserved by having their original size 
and shape cut out of strong white tariatan, 
to which they are fastened. Each regiment 
carried at least two flags. Illinois furnished 
150 regiments of infantry, seventeen regi- 
ments of cavalry, and thirteen light bat- 
teries. In addition to their own flags, car- 
ried by them in battle, there are also in 
Memorial Hall with the flags of each regi- 
ment many confederate flags captured by 
them. One is an elegant banner of dark- 
blue silk, with a pomegranate tree done in 
hand embroidery. This was captured 
at Pea Ridge by forces under Genera! Sigel. 
Another flag, captured by the Thirty-sev- 
enth Illinois Volunteers at Pea Ridge, has 
on it in large black letters the name of Jeffer- 
son Davis. Still another capture confed- 
erate flag is that taken by Company E. Six- 
ty-sixth Regiment Illinois Volunteers, at 
the battle of Fort Donelson. 
One Stained with a Hero’s Blood. 
China of brave Captain Reilly it is reminded 
of another brave soldier of that name, for 
the flag of the Thirteenth Illinois Infantry is 
stained with the blood of Color Sergeant 
Patrick Reilly, shot through the heart while 
still clasping the flag he died to preserve 
that day at Ringgold’s Gap, 1862. This flag 
had been in the battles of Chickasaw Bayou, 
Arkansas Post, Jackson, Miss.; Jackson, 
‘Tenn.; Chattanooga, Lookout Mountain, and 
jwas the first union flag unfurled at Rich- 
mond, where it was hung from a @indow for 
some time. Finally it fell into the hands 
of John A. Adams, Governor of Massachu- 
setts, and was returned by him to the late 
Richard Oglesby, by whom it found its way 
back to its native State.

The order of the Sons of Veterans has 
been in existence for nineteen years. Dur- 
ing that time more than 70,000 members have 
been enrolled in the organization, which in-

Although the order of the Sons of Veterans 
was not permanently organized until 1881. 
the idea of the organization is two years 
older than the association. Past Post Com- 
mander David Knapp of Anna M. Ross Post 
No. 04 was the man who originally conceived 
the plan for the organization of the sons of 
those éligible for membership in the G. A. R. 
On April 24, 1879, he organized the sons of the 
members of his post into a “ cadet” post, 
which was connected with the Anna Ross 
Post and which bore its name. Soon after 
the formation of the first post others were 
Aormed. Nearly all of the first posts were 
established in the State of Pennsylvania, 
and for a time the organization did not spread 
as rapidly as its promoters wished. Gradu- 
ally, however, the idea spread among the 
Fastern States, and in 1881 a national or- 
ganization was formed at a convention held 
in Allentown, Pa. Dissensions grew up, 
however, and in 1883 the old cadet plan was 
abandoned. 

Prior to that, however, another organiza- 
tion of sons of veterans had been formed, 
and it is from this organization that the 
present one has really sprung. Colonel II. 
T. Rawley was the first pro Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

“Love's Comedy.” By Henrik Ibsen. 

Translated by C. H. Herford. Chicago: 

Charles H. Sergel company. 

Readers of Ibsen will be specially inter- 
ested in Love’s Comedy,“ because it marks 
the beginning of what has been the dram- 
atist’s life’s work. It was the initial attack 
of a warfare against the established order of 
things in general and marriage and conven- 
tional courtship in particular, which a little 
band ot writers were to wage, with Ibsen at 
their head. The bitter aggressiveness with 
which he strikes his blows here suggests the | 

r of first enthusiasm, whereas later on, 
while the enthusiasm was net less earnest, 
it was tempered by judgment, and the ag- 
gressiveness became more subtle and farther 
reaching because of the finesse of his tactics. 

In 1862, when Love's Comedy was first 
produced at Christiania, the boldness of this 
young revolter, who dared hold up in the 
light of bitter satire and scathing derision 
the most honored of sacraments and the 
most beautiful of sentiments, was unspeak- 
able.

“The Penitentes pf Sat Rafael.“ By 
Louis How. Indianapolis: Bowen-Mer- 
rill company. 

In The Penitentes the reader will find 
all the conditions that go toward making a 
readable book. The subject matter is rich 
and unique; the conditions of the story are 
effective; the people are interes , and the 
author is an artist. He has the hap 
faculty of making the desert blossom as t 
rose, which comes from an insight thro 
the outer shell into the heart of things. He 
has an idea of grouping, of perspective, of 
lights and shadows, and withal a delicate 
sense of humor, which he uses with a light- 
ness, a skill, and a discrimination that are 
charming in their results. 

The story is the outgrowth of a custom 
practiced by some picturesque religious 
fanatics who have taken up their abode in 
the vicinity of the San Luis Valley. Cen- 
turtes ago they journeyed from Mexico, and 
San Rafael went before them in a -cloud, 
leading the way.. When he reached the site 
of the village in the story he manifested him- 
self in human form and crucified himself as 
a sacrifice for their sins. On the spot of 
the crucifixion a church was built, and ever 
after it was the yearly custom of the resi- 
dents to offer up one of their number in the 
same way, the victim having been chosen 
by some sign from heaven. The central 
theme of the story is the selecting of some 
one, his forty days’ passion, which he spends 
on the open hills, fasting and praying, with 
his heavy cross tied to his back, and his all 

but crucifixion. 

The author leads up to the climax by a 
thrilling and characteristic episode, in whic 
one first meets Dolores, the dusky Castil 
beauty, whose great grandfather was 
brother to the King of Spain. She has sent 
her two lovers to fetch a priest to her dy- 
ing sister, promising to marry the one who 
returns first with him. The both get back 
at the same time, but, as the lucky one has 
the wrong priest, there is some question as 
to whether he can hold the girl to the con- 
tract.

King, since by so doing he not only removes 
a source of danger—namely: the only likely 
pretender to their throne—to a remote por- 
tion of the world, but Hkewise forces the 
Carlists in Spain to remain quiet owing to 
the absence of the one man whom they ex- 
pected to act as their leader. Don Jaime’s 
father, Don Carlos, is thoroughly discred- 
ited in Spain by his profligacy, his shameful 
treatment of his children, and by his sordid 
avarice; his unsavory financial scrapes as 
well as the suspicion of cowardice which 
rests upon him having destroyed all en- 
thusiasm in his behalf. Indeed, it is doubt- 
ful whether the Carlists would submit to his 
leadership of any insurrectionary move- 
ment. Don Jaime, however, is popular, not 
alone among his political adherents, but 
likewise among Spaniards in genera!. They 
all entertain kindly feelin towards the 
young Prince, who, born and reared in exite, . 
nevertheless managed to travel incognito 
from one end of Spain to the other in order 
to become acquainted with his native land 
and: without being discovered by the au- 
thorities. At Madrid he was shown over the 
royal palace by an officer of the guard, who 
took him to be an English nobleman, while | 
at Saragossa he found himself at dinner at 
the hotel at which he was staying, placed 
beside old Sefior Sagasta, then Premier, 
with whom he got into conversation, the 
aged statesman believing him to be a for-

Colonel Douglas Dawson, who, owing to

lish coast. Lord Wemyss declined to give 
the name of the attaché in question, in re- 
sponse to the angry demand of Lord Satie- 
bury, whereupon the latter gave way to 
such a display of irritation that he was 
taken to task alike by Lord Kimberley and 
by the Earl of Rosebery. He su¥sequently 
ascertained that the attaché in question was 
no other than Colonel Douglas Dawson, who, 
in his capacity of military member of the 
English Embassy at Paris, makes his re- 
ports not to the Foreign office but to the 
Secretary of State for War.
